Marconi Hopes His Successful 
Experiment May Have Prac- 
tical Application.

British Court Affirms illegality 
of Notice of Exemption 
for Damages. 


NEGLIGENCE VERDICT HOLDS 


Lord Justice Says Full Speed in Ice 
Zone Was Not Justified, Even 
if it Was Customary. 


LONDON, Feb. 9.—The Court of Ap- 
penl.to-day sustained the decision of the 
King's Bench Court, which, in a test 
ease breught last June by an _ Irish 
farmer. claiming damages for the loss of 
his son in the Titanic disaster, declared 
illegal the condition printed ~ the 
steamship -tickets exempting the com- 
pany from Hability for loss by a pas- 
senger, evon through negligence of the 
company’s servants. 

The judgment of the: Court of Appeal, 
in dismissing the appeal of the White 
Star Stesmshiz Company from that de- 
cision, was delivered by Lord Justice 
Sir Roland Vaughan Williams, who de- 
clared that the practice did not justify 
@ Vetsel in maintaining her course and 
speed when the warnings of dangers 
ahead were such as the Titanic received, 
The only answer, he said, which the 
owners of the Titanic could give to the 
charge of. negligent: navigation in pro- 
ceeding at full spéed under. the circum- 
stances preceding the disaster was that 
this ‘was the custom of steamers cross- 
ing the Atlantic under the most skilled 
navigators. 

Expert. witnesses hafi. undoubtedly 
shown that such was the practice. On 
the other hand, there, was ‘expert evi- 
denee: that under conditions extremely 
hazardous a prudent navigator was jus- 
tified in departing from the general 
practice. Capt. Smith, by déviating. for 
a time from the usual lane of travel on 
account of warnings of ice, gave proof 
that he Himself recognized that the usual 
practice was not binding on him whero 
prudénce dictated precautions in order 
to avoid danger. 

Considering the circumstances under 


which. the Titanic was lost, the Lord 
Justice said: 


* Whether the o¢casion was such as 
to require departure. from the general 
practice was a question for the jury to 
decide. The duty of those navigating a 
shipis to use reasonable care. It was 
for. the jury to find whether there had 
been failure to perform this duty. If 
the jury. had ‘before it evidence upon 
which it might reasonably conclude there 
was such failure, the verdict cannot be 
disturbed. To my mind, it is impossible 
to say that in the present case there 
was no evidencé upon which the jury 
might find as it did—that there had been 
negligence.”’ 


The claims for damages‘in the Titanic 
ease have not in this country béen car- 
ried far enough for the raising of any 
such question as the legality and effi- 
cacy of stipulations printed upon the 
backs, of yen gt tickets.

THE’ TILDEN CENTENARY. 

The ‘great lesson of SamuxEL J. ‘TiL- 
DEN’s career, the greatest of all, is. 
that of the supreme value of brains 
in politics and.statesmanship. It is 
because Mr. TimpEN was: a man of 
ents} extraordinary ability, and because of 
what his abilities enabled him to do 
for the public welfare, that honors are 
now paid to his memory a hundred 
years after his birth, and ‘more than 
@ quarter of a century after his death. 
Mr,.TrmDEN was the leader of:a great 
party in a great State. He organized 
and controlled with much skill a polit- 
ical machiné.. He was what in these 
days, would be called a boss. But how 
very different he was from the bosses 
8 of the Democratic Party in more re- 
ceht years! Can anybody imagire 
centenary honors paid to a Tammany 
chieftain, any ohe of .the whole list? 
It-was because Mr. Titben had brains 
that long before he became a leader, 
long before he was a force.in the coun- 
cils of his party, he held views, con- 
victions, principles in respect to pub- 
lic affairs. He wrote newspaper arti- 
cles upon public questions, able and 
constructive articles, before he was 
out of his teens, and was making 
speeches in political campaigns short- 
ly after he attained his majority. The 
quality of his mind turned him very 
early to the serious study of serious 
things, and the profound knowledge 
afid wisdom ‘displayed in his public 
utterances commanded attention. 

Mr. TinpEn’s genius for politics and 
the public career was displayed in 
the very way in which he organized 
the Democratic Party ‘in this State. 
He looked upon a political party as 
an instrument for service, and he be- 
lieved. the Democratic Party to be a 
better instrament. than. the. Whig 
Party,.or later the Republican: Party, 
because it was the party of the peo- 
ple and more responsive to leadership. 
There was a world of difference be- 
tween the use he made ofthe party 
instrument and the use to which it has 
been so commonly put by pigmy lead- 
ers. To-build. up a party and to ob- 
tain power merely for the control of 
the offices, just to lave ‘patroriage to 
hand out, would have been an ignoble 
use of his time and talents. He so 
regarded it. His opinion. of the use 
of party power for private profit was 
shown by’ his assaults upon the Canal 
Ring and upon the ‘Tweed Ring. His 
aims were public airs, the ehds he 
served were those of the public wel- 
fare. The principles to which he was 
attached were the great principles of 
his party. It was for just that rea- 
son that he called about him, that he 
chose as his lieutenants in politics, 
the. very flower of Democratic youth 
in New York, young ‘men of ability 
and of character, the most remark- 
able, the ablest group of men. who: 


-have ever served a party leader in 


this State. The bond of union among 
these young men was their faith in 
Mr. Titpmn, their entire. loyalty to. 
him. .Not one of them cared for office 
for its own sake, but only to serve the 
party leader and to promote the prin- 
ciples he represented. ' His was not 
that kind of leadership that thrives by 
patronage, by control of the power of 
appointment‘ to places at the public 
crib. 

Of “Mr. TiLpENn’s-career and achieve- 
ments much was said in the addrésses. 
made yesterday, the anniversary of 
his~birth, at the joint session of the 
Législature. Much more will be said 
to-night by those who are to address 
the memorial meeting at Carnegie 
Hall.

Gov. GLYNN’s conference with 
President Wriuson and Chairman 
McComss of the Democratic National :

There is every reason to commend’ 
the providing of Republican and Dem- 
ocratic watchers at each primary, to 
the end that. violators of the. primary 
law. “may” be’ Aétected and Bent to: 
prison. “Thése thrée provisions of the 
Wilson: law in. New Jerséy should be 
‘applied to the New York statute: 

We trust that-Gov. Gurnn will urge 
the passage of the proposed amend- 
ments., The friends of Tammany 
Hall take the position that the 
amendments are ‘inimical’ to Mr, 
Murpuy.* Perhaps they are.

The beginning of the end of the reign, 
of the “ring ’’ came in July, 1871, when 
copiés of some of the fraudulent ac- 
counts came into the pos@ession of Tum 
New York Tiss, and were published. 
The result of ‘these exposurés was a 
méeting of citizens early in September. 
It was followed by the formality of a 
vort of peaceful Vigilance Committee, 
under the imposing title of the ‘‘ Com- 
mittee of Seventy.” This committee, to- 
gether with Samuel J. Tilden, went to 
work at ‘once,-and with great enérgy,

and it was owing to the tireless efforts 
of ‘Mr. Tilden that this work was suc- 
cessful. / ’ 

When Tweed *was arrested on Oct. 
28 he was releaged on bail to the ex- 
tent’ of $1,000,000. -His trial began on 
Nov. 19, 1873, but the jury disagreed’ 
on the first suit, and he was again ar- 
rested on Déc. 16, and ‘on this suit he 
was convicted and sentenced ‘to pay a 
fine’ of $12,500 and.to suffer twelve 
years’ imprisonment: This sentence was 
set aside by the Court of Appeals, and 
Tweed’s discharge was ordered. 

In the- ‘meantime other suits had been 
brought, among them one to. recover 
$6,000,000. Failing ‘to find bail for 


$3,000,000, he was sent to the Ludlow 


Street jail. Being allowed to ride in 
the park, and occasionally to visit his 


dwelling, one day he escaped*from his |. 


keepers. After hidipg for: Several months 
he escaped ‘to ‘Cuba.’ The American 
Consul “secured his release—his’ ‘pass? 
ports having been givén him under an 
assumed name—but later found him out. 
The discovery was too late, for Tweed 
had again escaped and embarked for 
Spain, thinking there to be at rest, as 
we then had no extradition papers With 
that country. Landing at Vigo, 

found the Governor of the place wait- 


ing. with police for him, and he was 


soon homeward bound on an American 
war vessel. 

Caleb Cushing, our Minister at Madrid, 
had learned of his departure for that 
realm; and had put the authorities on 
their guard. To help them identify 
their man he furnished a caricature by 
Nast, representing Tweed as a Tam-~ 
many. policeman gripping two boys by 
the hair; Though everything possible 
‘was done to der him comfortable in 
jail, Tweed hed for liberty. He 
promised, if released, to turn State’s 
evidence; and to give up all his prop- 
erty and effects. Some papers sug- 
gested that the public pitied the man 
and would be glad to have him set frée. 
No compromise with him was made, 
however, and he continued in jail — 
his death in 1878. ‘ 

.The success of this trial is a monu- 
ment to the memory of Samuel J. 
Tilden, whose character and achieve- 
ments might well furnish inspiration to 
men in public life to-day.

Further Reaction—Copper and 
Steel Shares Firm—At Work

‘) Another indication was afforded yes- 


terday in the monthly copper producers’ 
statement that general business has im- 
proved very substantially since the ab- 
normal recession. which occurred in De- 
cember. The large increase shown in 
the domestic deliveries of copper for 
January, probably the most significant 
item in the copper statement, showed 
that in this trade, as was the case in the 
steel trade, the conditions which pre- 
vailed in December were due to tem- 
porary influences. The domestic deliv- 
eries of copper in January were more 
than double those for December, but to 
judge this very sharp “increase in its 
true light, it must, of course, be borne 
in mind that even the much-increased 
deliveries of January were considerably 
bélow the average of many months pre- 
ceding the final month of last year. 

While the recovery in trade has con- 
siderable distance to go to meet the best 
of the expectations recently formed, the 
fact that business turned a very sharp 
corner with the opening of this year, as 
these copper figures and other statistics 
have recently shown, is in itself a fact 
of most favorable augury. It is not sur- 
prising that the copper shares were 
those which, as a group, showed. most 
strength yesterday... The same general 
set of facts which sustained these fac- 
tors was also hélpful in the market for 
United States Steel. It was expected 
that to-day’s monthly statement of the 
Steel Corporation’s unfilled tonnage 
would show a large increase... This 
prospect offered encouragement, even 
though it was recognized that the fig- 
ures would have to be read in the light 
of the same reservations which were 
called for in dealing with yesterday’s 
copper statistics. 

In some parts of the stock list declines 
of considerable portions were shown. 


| For the most part these occurred in 
4.stocks having relatively narrow mar- 


kets, but some of the active issues were 
included. Further declines in the Rock 
Island stocks and collateral trust. bonds 
kept alive the keen interest which for a 
week or more. has been shown in the 
probable treatment of these securities 
in the readjustment which the manage- 
ment of the company now has under 
consideration. It was learned yesterday 
that none of the plans which are being 
seriously ‘considered propose as drastic 
a treatment of the situation as many in 
the financial community have lately 
been inclined to expect. The decline in 
the collateral 4 per cent. bonds to under 
48 “has reflected the prevailing belief 
that formal default on these bonds 
would be a step in the proposed read- 
justment of the securities. It seems, 
however, that proposals are under dis- 
cussion for a new arrangement with the 
holders of these: bonds, to which the 
holders of the Rock Island Company 
stocks would be parties, which would 
release the railway stock under the 
bonds by other means than a default. 

The taking of another $2,000,000 gold 
here for shipment to. Paris, making a 
total of $10,000,000 which has been sent 
to that quarter, was viewed with the in- 
difference with which the other ship- 
ments made since the béginning of this 
year were recorded. This indifference 
is born of the feeling that this addition 
to the French gold supply is a distinctly 
helpful factor in the situation at Paris, 
while of no inconvenience to ourselves, 
in view. of the cash accumulation which 
has lately been going on at this centre.

F. Strauss Tells House Com- 


"Be Confined to Publicity.’ 


Board’s Ruling Might Create Belief 
Government Was Responsible 
for Issues, Says Banker.
